Beneficiaries Who Take Legal 

Action Will Be Cut Off, 
Says Will, 








NEW YORK, July 27.—The will of 
Russell Sage, which was filed for pro- 
bate today, bequeaths all of his estate 
to his widow, Margaret Olivia Sage, 
after the payment of $85,000 to. each of 
Mr. Sage’s nephews and nieces, and 
$10,000 to his. sister, Mrs. Fanny Chapin 
of Oneida, N. Y. 

Mrs. Chapin has died since the will 
was made. 

The will also provides that in case of 
any of its beneficiaries contesting the 
probate of it, they shall be cut off from 
any share in the estate. 

There was nothing in the will to show 
the value of Mr. Sage’s estate. The will 
was dated Feb. 11, 1901, and was sworn 
to by Edward Townsend and R. W. 
Freedman as witnesses. It consists of 
about 800 words. There are 11 sections. 

The first section provides for the pay- 
ment of Mr. Sage’s debts and funeral 
expenses. 

By the second section, 
queaths $10,000 to Mrs. Fanny 
wife of Samuel Chapin of Oneida, 
his sister. 

By the third he gives $25,000 to each of 
his nephews and nieces and provides 
that in case any of them die before him, 
their allotment shall be _ distributed 
among their issue. 

Widow's Legacy. 
The fourth section provides: 
“All the rest, residue and remainder 
of my estate I give, devise and bequeath 
to my wife, Margaret Olivia Sage, to 
have and to hold the game to her ab- 
solutely and forever.’ 

The fifth section provides that this 
provision for Mrs. Sage is to be in lieu 
of all right of dower in the estate. By 
the section Mr. Sage empowered his ex- 
ecutors to sell all his real estate. In the 
seventh section he provides that in case 
his bequests to his sister, nephews and 
nieces should lapse or fail, the amounts 
bequeathed shall revert to Mrs. Sage. 

By the eighth section Margaret Olivia 
Sage, Dr. John P. Munn, Almon Good- 
win and Charles W. Osborne, “long my 
confidential and trusted assistants,’ 
were appointed executrix and executors 
of the will and it was provided that in 
case Mr. Osborne refused or was unable 
to serve as executor, Edward C. Osborne 
should fill the vacancy. 

Under the ninth section, the ex- 
ecutors are authorized to rent an of- 
fice to transact the business of Mr. 
Sage’s estate. 

The tenth section revokes all for- 
mer or other wills or testamentary 
dispositions at any time heretofore 
made.

He believed the total 
amount in the city was 3000 tons ae 
during the summer months, 

The witness said his company boughs 
ice from the Empire Brewing Co., the 
Murphy Packing Co., the St. Louis Re- 
frigerating Co., the St. Leuls Dressed 
Beet and Provision Co. and other manu- 
facturers who cared to sell ice. 


Denies Understanding. ‘ 

The witness said he sold to small deal- 
ers.

CLEVELAND, O., July 27.—Mystery 
shrouds the murder of Albert Kennedy, 
a wealthy farmer of Ellis, Mo., whose 
severed head and body have just been 
found in a fleld near Leavittsburg, O. 
The disappearance of his daughter, who 
was supposed to have left Missouri with 
him is also unaccounted for. 

The head was discovered first in a 
berry patch, and after considerable 
search the body was located in a thick- 
et some distance away. Clothing and 
personal articles indicated a person of 
comfortable circumstances. 

It has been learned that Kennedy 
came to Ohio this summer for a visit 
with a brother at Mantua. He left Man- 
tua for Missouri to sell his farm and 
after disposing of it started back here. 
He was last heard from in Kansas City 
June 26, ; 

The relatives at Mantua instituted in- 
quiries which proved fruitless until the 
finding of the body at Leavittsbursg. 

It is supposed that when Kennedy left 


the train at Leavittsburg to take an- 
other train on a branch line, he either 
wandered away or was enticed into the 
field where the crime was committed. 

Kennedy is known to have had $800 
just before his death. Only 7 cents and 
a silver watch were found in the pock- 
ets of the dead man. 

When Kennedy went West to sell his

Manufacturer Says, However,

Adolph E. Winkelmeyer of 4571 West 
Pine boulevard, president of the Union 
Biscuit Co., 1101 North Sixth street, was 
acquitted in the City Hall Police Court 
Friday of the charge of disturbing the 
peace atthe Notth Market Street Ferry 
July 8 He was arrested then by Po- 


liceman. William H. Primm, against 
whom Winkelmeyer made complaint to 
President Stewart, and who was com- 
mended by Mr. Stewart ag having done 
is duty. Judge Tracy did not consider 
hat the evidence supported the charges. 
Policeman Primm and John N. Lane, 
an employe of the ferry boat, testified 
that inkleémeyer endangered women 
and children by irying to drive off the 
ferry boat while the foot passengers 
were disembarking and that when Lane, 
at the direction of Primm, caught the 
horse’s bridle Winklemeyer cursed him. 
Primm told of having led the horse up 
the Levee and of having advised Winke!l- 
Teyer to drive peaceably away after re- 
buking him for the language he had 
used. He said Winklemeyer became 
abusive and wanted to know who the 
—— he was and he arrested him. 


Admits He Was Angry. 


Winkelmeyer testified that he was 
compelled to remain on the boat after 
all the passengers had disembarked and 
others were coming aboard for the re- 
turn trip. He was in a hurry to get 
home and admitted that he became 
angry, but he safd he did not think he 
used eee language. 

B. F, Leiher and H. F. Hookey, who 
were in a vehicle behind that of Winkeli- 
meyer, testified to the same effect. 
Leiber thought that Winkelmeyer’s pro- 
fanity was directed at his horse and not 
at the policeman. Edward Cotterman 
also testified. 

Judge’ Tracy set out his reasons for 
dismissing the case at some length. He 
said the allegation that Winkelmeyer 
had used improper language was not 
sufficiently corroborated. Persons who 
looked after the safety of people at 
such places, he said, should see to it 
that they did not discriminate. He 
thought Winkelmeyer had been discrim- 
inated against by beimg held on the 
boat longer than was necessary and the 
conditions justified his anger, It did not 
appear to the Judge that the passengers 
would have been endangered by letting 
Winkelmeyer drive off sooner.

MAYFIELD, Ky., July 27.—It was 
late this morning before angry crowds, 


_ earrying fopes, learned that they had 


been outwitted in their search for Al- 
len Matthis, the negro assailant of a 
white woman, and that the negro, cap- 
tured by the police, had been hurried 
away to Paducah in a coffin. 

Miss Ethel McLane, a pretty young 
telephone girl, while on her way home 
from work Wednesday night, was con- 
fronted by the negro, who demanded 
her money. She gave him her purse 
and started to run. He pursued her 
and seized her by the hair. For 15 min- 
utes she struggled with him. 

When found, Miss McLane had,in her 
hand the negro’s coat collar, which had 





been torn off. It bore the name of, 
“Allen Matthis” and the whole town 
turned out after a negro bearing that 
name. Matthis was arrested by @ po- 
liceman on sick leave, who drew his 
revolver and forced the negro into the 
Jail. His collar was gone, one eye was 
gouged almost out, and he confessed. 

To avert a threatened lynching, the 
officers placed the negro in a coffin in- 
tended for a white prisoner who died 
Wednesday morning, and hustled him 
off to Jail at Paducah.

Nothing that has come about in the 
way of sport has gratified me more 
than the great success of the regatta 
which the Southwestern Rowing -Asso- 
ciation held at Creve Coeur Lake, July 
21-22. Rowing is a purely amateur pas- 
time. As an assistant to physical de- 
velopment it is not exceeded by any 
other athletic exercise. No practice 
so cleans the lines of the stomach and 
the flanks, broadens the shoulders, mus- 
‘cles the arms, strengthens the back and 
develops the lower limbs. The only 
thing that can be said against it is 
that it. to some extent, obstructs the 
free action of the shoulders. This, 
however, can be obviated by the prac- 
tice of other exercises calculated to 
loosen the shoulder muscles, such as 
throwing the baseball, boxing and play- 
ing handball. 

It seems to be the ideal sufmmer sport, 
as it takes the man out of the heat 
and summer dust and puts him in the 
grateful coolness and cleanliness of the 
water. And it makes a whole man of 
him. It gives a power no other exer- 
cise does. It makes steel from the ears 
to the toe nails and from finger tip to 
finger tip. 

Above and beyond all, it is backed 
by proper impulse, the development and 
giory of the body alone. There is no 
prize at stake. Money cuts no figure. 
Americans, especially inhabitants of the 
Mississippi Valley, have too long neg- 
lected this noble pastime. In St. Louis 
it is kept alive alone by the brave young 
men of the factory and foundry along 
the river.

| Explains Why Jockeys Are So 


Often Accused of Pulling 
a Horse. 


| NEW YORK, July 27.—Jockey Frank 
O'Neil has won nothing but praise from 
horsemen all over the country because 
of his frankness in explaining bad rid- 
ing from the jockey viewpoint. 

Recently he said: ‘“‘When a boy gets 
to riding as bad as I rode that mount 
it’s time he retired, and I'm going to 
uo it. I've been at my best and am 


going back. I'll quit before I've handled 
another horse like that. 

“It’s a mighty tougn job sitting up 
there on the back of a horse and seeing 
@ half dozen others heading for a hole 
that would hardly ag@mit a goat. You 
never know when you are going down 
ina heap. They blame a boy sometimes 
for being pinched off at the turns. 
Some of the stewards or the critics who 
censure boys ought to be compelled to 
go through just such an experience. 

“Try sending a dozen horses around 
a turn at full speed and every one of 
them will bore in on the rail. If a boy 
pulls out he is bound to pull his mount 
up, and then some $2 better says he is 
pulling, calls the lad a thief or worse, 
and that’s the way the jockeys get 
theirs. 

“T always tried to get in front, and 
then if anything occurred I wanted to 
be off in the lead. By looking at the 
chart you will also see that I succeeded 
in reaching the first turn with the lead- 
ers. 

“When it was nécessary to ride a wait- 
ing race I always took my mount down 
the back stretch and then waited pa- 
tiently for the final quarter, but you 
seldom ever saw me pull up going to the 
first turn.’

MR. ROOSEVELT AND RENOMINATION. 
From the New York World, 

Mr. Roosevelt has again declared that he will not 
be a candidate for President in 1908. John Sharp 
Williams, Democratic leader in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is responsible for this latest denial. 

Before sailing for Europe Saturday Mr. Williams 
Said: 

“I think President Roosevelt will be. forced to 
run again. I think the President is planning it so 
he will be forced to make the running.” 

Mr. Williams’ sneer at Mr. Roosevelt's good. faith 
brought forth an*fimmediafe response from the Pres- 
ident through Secretary Loeb, who said: 

“The President meant exactly what he said on the 
night of his election—that he would not be a> candi- 
date again for the office. That statement is irre- 
vocadie.”’ 

Undoubtedly Mr. Roosevelt ‘“‘nfeant exactly what 
he said on the night of his election.”” But with all 
due respect to the President’s sincerity, is he certain 
that he can prevent his own renomination? 

Republican politicians may love Mr. Roosevelt, lit- 
tle or. much, but whatever their personal opinions 
of him may be, they all think he can be re-elected by 
a large majority. Every Republican candidate for 
county office in the country, every Republican can- 
didate for State office, every Republican candidate 
for Congress, betieves that he would have a better 
chance of election if Mr. Rooseveit headed the na- 
tional ticket. National conventions are made up 
largely of office holders and would-be office holders. 
They may nominate Mr. Roosevelt in spite of him- 
self. What would he do then? 

Conditions may change before 1908. A bad crop 
may bring .bad times. Mr. Roosevelt's relations with 
Congress may be so strained that his administra- 
tion may be crippled and he will lose prestige. But 
if conditions continue as they are now the Repub- 
lican politicians will not willingly surrender &o val- 
uable a party asset as Mr. Roosevelt's popularity.

The house adjoin- 
ing the writer's was advanced 40 per 
cent during the World's Fair. Although 
now vacant eight months, the owner will 
not abate 40 cents on the rent. 

The usual! reply of agents here when 
confronted with the published rents of 
other cities is, “Oh, but how about the 
locality? If you could see that locality 
you would not consider the price cheap.’ 
Usually the tenant is stumped! 

Recently the writer, while in Chicago, 
having leisure, made an investigation 
of Chicago rents. The largest real 
estate firm on La Salle street assured 
me that the rent of a fashionable six- 
room, steam-heated apartment, with ele- 
vator and janitor service, in one of the 
great apartment houses, ranged from $30 
to $45 per month. I visited several. The 
agent's assertions were absolutely cor- 
rect. The first place visited was a 
dream, and located on Bellevue place, 
within 200 feet of the famous Lake re 
drive, and itself overlooking the lake; 
rent $3. The others were on the South 
Side and correspondingty No one 
need be told that a similar apartment 
here (minus the elevator, which we have 
not got) costs in West End $46 to $6.

CHICAGO, July 27.~Judge Landis of 
the United States District Court gave 
his decision today in the controversy 
between the adherents of John Alexan- 
der Dowie and Wilbur Voliva over the 
property at Zion City. 

The Court holds that Zion City and 
its industries do not belong to Dowie; 
that while the contributors of the funds 
did not express a formal declaration of 
trust, a trust was created and Dowie 
had no right to ‘treat the property as 
his own. 

The Court refused to ‘appoint Alexan- 
der Granger receiver for the reason 
that Granger made a vow recognizing 
Dowie as “a messenger of the Cove- 
nant, the prophet foretold by Moses, 
and Eliah the restorer,”’ to which vow 
“all family ties and obligations ang all 
relations to human governments shall 
be held subordinate.’’ The Court said 
he was not obliged to repose confidence 
in a& man so constituted that, Nving in 
this republic, he would serenely vow 
his readiness at all times to abandon 
his family and betray his country. 

The court ordered an election on the 
third Tuesday of September of a general 
overseer, all members of the church re- 
siding in Zion City, made and female, to 
have one vote, He announced that suit- 
able provision would be made for Dowie 
on account of his services as trustee. 

The court says, in part: 

“It is a well recognized principle of 
equity that where a person accepts 
money in pr « goa to be used by him for 
the benefit of some other person or per- 
sons, or for the advancement of some 
lawful enterprise, such money or prop- 
erty constitutes a trust estate. 

“The inquiry them is: Did these of- 
ferings come to Dowie for his private 
purse or did the contributors intend 
that the funds should be devoted to 
charitable or religious uses? If for any 
other purpose thar the purely personal 
benefit of Dowie, the estate is a trust. 
It is the duty of the court to get a sub- 
stance of the thing, and in ascertaining 
the purpose of the gift, the court is 
not limited to an inspection of docu- 
ments or other specific declarations of 
the parties made at the time,

the motive of such gift ought not 
long to remain na matter of doubt in 
the minds of rational men. 
As to the appointment of a receiver, 
Judge Landis quotes the treasonable 
oath taken by Granger, and continues: 
‘It is not my duty to express con- 
tempt for the man that could exact or 
take this oath. But I am not obliged 
to repose my confidence in a man so 
constituted that, living in this republic, 
he would serenely vow his readiness at 
all times to abandon his family and be- 
his country. I will not appoint 
Alexander Granger. 
“And, in this connection, while I 
make no pretense to technical learn- 
ing in respect to what is good policy 
for this church Organization, I sug- 
gest that whoever ultimately prevails 
in the ecclesiastical controversy, give 
prompt and serious consideration to 
the question, whether or not such an 
oath tends to give respectability § to 
the church, and whether the church 
may justly expect a court of the 
United States te long continue to fos- 
ter a true estate for the use of a re- 
Ngious organization whose conscience 
and intelligence does not cause an 
unconditional disavowal and abandon- 
ment of the obligation of this loyal.

NEW YORK, July 7.—J. Pierpont 
Morgan arrived yortpitiay on the Baltic 
from his five months’ sojourn in Europe. 
His yacht, the Corsair, decked with new 
flags, with Mr, and Mrs, P,. Morgan 
Jr. and their children aboard, met the 
ship below quarantine. They waved a 

welcome from the yacht and shouted to 
Mr. Morgan, who shouted back to his 
grandchildren. 

Mr. Morgan declined to discuss his 
purchase of pictures and objects of art. 
He was amused when told that critics 
said he had paid too much for the por- 
trait of Mrs. Farren, painted by Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, for which he is said 
to have given $200,000. In 1897 it sold for 
$2257. In 1867 it sold for $300. 

When the Baltic had been made fast 
to the pier the passengers saw an @¢X- 
ample, some of them said, of the power 
of the organizer of a great trust like 
the International Mercantile Marine Co., 
in promoting his own convenience. 
These passengers say that everybody on 
the ship, after the gangplank was in 
position, was held up for five minutes 
while Mr. Morgan's 14 pieces of baggage 
were carried by the  white-jacketed 
stewards down to the pier.

Two Machines Were Going
